JaKuyledjje  m  former  years,  will  be  fully  sustained  by  the  present 
number.  Lei  it  be  remembered  that  every  calculaticm  is  made  lo 
true  mean  or  clock  lime;  that  in  the  risin-  or  setting  of  the  smi 
moo.i  or  phmets,  an  allowance  is  made  fop  parallax  and  refraction] 
i'y  which  means  a  time-piece  can  at  once  be  regulated  to  mean  lime 
without  any  calculation  or  correction.  By  aid' of  this  almanac  any 
person  of  common  observation  mav  soon  learn  to  know  the  princi- 
pal fixed  stars  and  planets;  the  fixed  stars  when  once  known  are 
easily  remember,  d  and  easily  distine;uished  from  the  planets,  not 
only  by  their  twinkling,  but  by  the  regular  variations  of  their  lisiog, 
setting  and  southing,  and  by  their  unchangeable  positions  with  re- 
spect to  each  other;  which  is  not  the  case  with  the  planets. 

The  mathemaiician  will  find  a  number  of  interesting  problems 
congenial  to  his  iasle,  whereon  to  exercise  his  calculative  powers. 
Any  perscm  who  will  make  out  and  furnish  the  calculator  with  ac- 
curate solutions  to  any  of  the  proposed  questions  will  be  duly  ac- 
credited in  our  next  number.  Brief  mathematical  contributions  are 
respectiully  solicited. 

The  time  may  be  anticipated  as  not  far  distant,  when  the  calendar 
piges  will  appear  divested  of  all  prognostications  of  the  weather, 
and  a  discontinuance  of  the  column  of  signs,  or  that,  designating  the 
parts  of  the  human  tody  said  to  be  governed  hy  the  moon  as  it'pas- 
ses  under  the  zocliacaf  signs;  to  make  room  for  more  rational  mat- 
ter, better  suited  to  the  good  taste  of  the  present  improved  state  of 
society,  which  is  fast  loosing  all  relish  for  ihe  superstitious  prejudi- 
ces, and  blind  credulity  of  the  darker  ages,  when  the  artful  and  de- 
signing were  hiibitaally  practising  such  gross  absurdities  and  riveting 
them  on  the  minds  of  the  ignorant  and  the  credulous. 

When  almanacs  can-be  so  readily  obtained,  made  up  of  every 
variPly  of  rich  intellectual  entertainments,  suited  to  the  taste  of  every 
refined  and  well  regulated  mind;  is  it  not  most  surprising,  that  in 
Ihe  age  in  which  we  live,  so  many  of  those  pernicious,  corrupting 
almanacs  cailcd  comic,  &c.  should  be  so  extensively  circulated? 
This  is  m-ire  ast(uiisliing,  as  they  generally  abound  with  low  vul- 
garities and  obscene  caricatures,  associated  with  profanity,  and  weak 
attempts  at  wit.  And  vet  these  revolting  annual  visito?-^  often  find 
their  way  into  the  fnnilies  of  the  respectable  and  the  pious.  Sure- 
ly, parents  do  nm  consider  their  tendency  to  corrupt  and  vitiate  the 
taste  of  their  children,  or  they  would  not  encourage  their  circulation.

The  old  me 
chanic  replied,  that  "he  was  fitting  out  a  fleet  Cor  the  new  Je- 
rusalem, and  that  the  inquirer  might  go  by  the  Presbyterian 
ship,  the  Episcopalian  ship,  the  Methodist  siiip,  or  the  ^ap- 
tist  ship,  if  he  would  only  agree  to  serve  iaithriilly  underj^the 
Great  Admiral,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  They  might  alse 
be  sharers  of  a  common  triumpli  and  teyponsibiliiy,  but  they 
must  all  go  heart  and  hand,  under  the  Great  Admiral,  Jesu 
Christ.
